Landslide works may not be carried out for several weeks 


EARTH MOVE 
HITS TRAFFIC 


A LANDSLIDE near train tracks is 
causing “chaos” in Banbury as Net¬ 
work Rail revealed that work has 
yet to begin on the site. 

Lines are shut between Banbury and 
Leamington Spa following the slip, 
which saw 350,000 tonnes of earth move. 

Network Rail is currently using re¬ 
mote sensing techniques to monitor the 
landslide, where earth is still slowly 
moving. 

Banbury town councillor Colin Clarke 
said: “From my understanding the land 
is actually moving anything up to one 
inch a day. 

“They have to feel out the ground be¬ 
fore they can remove it. It’s a technical 
challenge.” 

He added that there was “no doubt 
whatsoever” that businesses in the 
town would be affected while the line 
remained closed. 

He said: “Lots of people come to see 
the Banbury Cross and we’re not get¬ 
ting the visitors. And people working in 
that direction are having to find alter¬ 
native means of transport. It’s affecting 
people on both sides.” 

Margaret Coles, Thames Valley Re¬ 
gional Secretary for the Federation 
of Small Businesses, said: “It’s chaos, 
especially if you go by train because 
everybody from the north is coming to

Banbury and parking to get to London. 
It’s causing a bottleneck. 

“It must be having an impact on local 
businesses if it’s adding 45 minutes to 
people’s journey 

“The sooner it’s back up and running 
the better.” 

Some hotels anticipate a negative 
knock-on effect as a result of the land¬ 
slip. Paul Smith, owner of the Lismore 
Hotel in Oxford Road, said: “It will be 
difficult, especially at weekends. 

“It’s not a dramatic effect but we’ll 
probably lose four rooms a night.” 

Since the landslide occurred on 
January 31, Chiltern Railways has 
run more trains from Birmingham to 
Leamington Spa and Banbury to Lon¬ 
don, with a replacement bus service 
in between. 

The service was also later extended 
to include buses direct from Warwick 
Parkway station to Banbury at peak 
times. 

But the announcement that clearing 
the site could take weeks has incon¬ 
venienced thousands of commuters. 

Retired rail professional and public 
transport commentator Hugh Jaeger 
has criticised the lack of long-term 


improvements being made to the site. 

The Harbury Cutting, Warwickshire, 
where the incident occurred, was dug 
in 1850 and has had stability problems 
throughout its history. Prior to this in¬ 
cident Network Rail had been carrying 
out work following a smaller landslip 
on the site on January 14 last year. 

He said: “Network Rail cleared up the 
mess [last year] but did not fix the un¬ 
derlying problem.” 

Mr Clarke said: “It has been an issue 
for some years. There’s no point mov¬ 
ing a lot of earth if it’s just going to fall 
down again.” 

Network Rail chief executive Mark 
Carney said: “Our focus is on making 
sure the site is safe before our engineers 
move any of the affected earthworks.”

Sixth tax freeze year looks set 


‘Budget planning and well- 
planned service objectives’ 
have district well-equipped

COUNCIL TAX could be frozen 
for the sixth year running un¬ 
der district council budget pro¬ 
posals for the coming financial 
year. 

Cherwell district councillors have 
agreed the final draft budget for 


April 2015 to March 2016, which 
includes a £500,000 savings target 
pledge as well as a council tax freeze 
on their part. 

The council is required to put for¬ 
ward a budget in order to calculate 
its council tax for the following fi¬ 
nancial year. 

This year’s draft budget, which 
was presented to the executive on 
Monday, February 2, is £792,667 up 
on last year, bringing the total to a 
required £15,183,211. 

Cherwell District Council’s lead 
member for financial management 
Ken Atack said: “We are operating 
in austerity. The revenue support 
grant will be reduced down from 


£7.2m to just £6.1m. 

“We really have to be looking to 
help ourselves. The General Elec¬ 
tion could have an impact but we 
are taking the view that it will be 
reduced and in three years we will 
have to fend for ourselves. 

“Cherwell has proved itself to be 
more than capable of meeting the 
challenges posed by the financial 
constraints of the past few years. 
We have done this through diligent 
budget planning and well-planned 
service objectives.” 

The first draft put forward in De¬ 
cember saw a deficit of £186,000, 
but a second draft addressed this, 
including £109,000 savings through 


shared legal services with South 
Northamptonshire and Stratford- 
on-Avon district councils. 

Mr Atack added: “By sharing man¬ 
agement and some services (with 
South Northamptonshire Council) 
we have saved over £3m. 

“If services can be offered and 
there are savings across the board 
by operating in a joint way then 
that to us seems to make sense.” 

Cherwell district and South 
Northamptonshire councils have 
already started sharing work, with 
a joint management team intro¬ 
duced in 2011. 

The services that would be shared 
have not been decided but speaking 


to the Banbury Cake in December, 
Cherwell District Council leader 
Barry Wood said these could be 
“any and all”. 

He said: “We know that local gov¬ 
ernment is in the firing line for 
more reductions and we take it as 
practical reality. So it is up to us to 
find a solution. 

“People may say on the one hand 
it is obvious and some would say it 
is overdue in local government, the 
novelty of working together.” 

The draft budget proposals will be 
presented to the full council during 
a meeting that will take place on 
Monday, February 23, at the Bodic- 
ote House offices in Banbury.

Eco-school wins funding for new equipment to teach youngsters how to cook 


PUPILS at Cropredy Primary 
School are all set to make a mess 
in the kitchen after receiving 
£2,500 funding for cookery 
equipment. 

Thanks to the donation, the 
school in Station Road will now 
be able to offer weekly cooking 
lessons for kids. 

The funding was donated by 
The Food Education Trust 
charity. 

Headteacher Hilary Stevens 
said: “We are an eco-school and 
we grow our own vegetables, 
have our own chickens and have 
set up the community farm 
project, so it was important we 
could plant, grow, harvest and 
cook, to see the cycle through 


from start to finish and have 
that instilled in the 
curriculum.” 

The primary school is part of a 
community project to set up 
volunteer sessions at Cropredy 
Old Dairy Farm in School Lane.

Man denies child abuse 


Accused leader claims he 
‘know’s nothing about’ girl

A MAN accused of being at the 
centre of a group who alleged¬ 
ly groomed and exploited girls 
in Banbury has denied having 
sex with a 14-year-old. 

Ahmed Hassan-Sule is one of 
seven young men on trial charged 
with sexually abusing eight teen¬ 
age girls in Banbury between 2011 
and 2013. 

Last week, a jury in Oxford 


Crown Court heard extracts from 
the interview the 21-year-old - who 
was know locally as ‘Fiddy’ - gave 
to police after he was arrested. 

Prosecution barrister Stuart 
Trimmer QC said the defendants 
identified their targets by organis¬ 
ing parties - called “Fiddy Events” 
- for under 18s and they subjected 
their victims to a cycle of abuse, 
leading in some cases to rape. 

The other defendants are Said 
Saleh, 20, of Orchard Way; Mo- 
hamed Saleh, 21, of Orchard Way; 
Takudzwa Hova, 21, of Broughton 
Road; Kagiso Manase, 26, of War¬ 
wick Road; and Alexandra Nae, 
19, of Broome Way. They were 
charged alongside a 17-year-old 


who cannot be named for legal 
reasons. 

The defendants deny a total of 
26 charges, including 19 counts 
of sexual activity with a child, 
two counts of causing or inciting 
a child to engage in sexual activ¬ 
ity, three counts of rape and two 
counts of sexual assault. 

Sandra Beck, prosecuting, read 
parts of the account Hassan-Sule, 
of Glyndebourne Gardens, Ban¬ 
bury, gave to police. 

Asked whether he knew one of 
the complainants was only 14, he 
said: “I have never had a relation¬ 
ship or friendship with her. I don’t 
know nothing about her.” 

The jury was also shown a photo 


of two partially naked people, a 
male and what Judge Zoe Smith 
described as “a young girl”, taken 
from Mohamed Saleh’s phone. 

Mr Trimmer said: “The male ap¬ 
pears to be lying over the female.” 

Earlier in the trial a complainant 
who alleges she was raped by Hova 
and Nae, while Mohammed Saleh 
held her arms. The barrister for 
Mohamed Saleh, Flavia Kenyon, 
told her: “This is a false allegation 
you are making.” 

The witness, becoming emo¬ 
tional, said: “Do you really think 
I would go through all this if I was 
lying? Why would I try and bring 
people down?” 

The trial continues.

WHEN Toby Lee turned four, 
he got a ukulele and played 
it so much he wore out the 
strings. 

Six years on, the Bloxham guitar 
prodigy has an online audience of 
thousands on YouTube. 

A video of him jamming was up¬ 
loaded by a Seattle radio station 
on Facebook and has more than 
750,000 views. 

He performed live on BBC Radio 
2 on Monday, February 2. 

The ten-year-old said: “My dad 
got me into it by playing lulla¬ 
bies on his guitar when I was lit¬ 
tle.

His dad, Terry Lee, 48, says he 
and Toby’s mum Tracey are “con¬ 
tinually amazed” by their son’s 
success but that school and home¬ 
work still comes first.

Love rival fight 
nearly costs eye 


Suspended sentence for 
man who hurled teen at 
wall in row over girlfriend

A MAN who threw a love ri¬ 
val against a wall so hard he 
nearly lost his eyesight has 
been given a suspended pris¬ 
on sentence. 

Ashley Crane, 19, was cap¬ 
tured on CCTV punching Robbie 
Halkins, 18, several times in the 
stomach and face before throw¬ 
ing him against a brick wall. 

The fight was in an alleyway 
off Bolton Road and Market 
Place in Banbury on August 7 
last year. 

Crane, of School View, Ban¬ 
bury, pleaded guilty at Oxford 
Crown Court to inflicting griev¬ 
ous bodily harm and was sen¬ 
tenced last Tuesday 

Joanne Berry, prosecuting, 
said the two men had “bad blood 
between them” because of an 
argument over a girlfriend. Mr 
Halkins had been working at 
the nearby Age UK charity shop 
when Crane shouted at him and 
later attacked him.

Mr Halkins was taken first 
to Horton General Hospital in 
Banbury and then to the John 
Radcliffe Hospital in Oxford, the 
judge heard. He had six fractures 
on the left of his face, bleeding 
behind his left eye, bruising, 
swelling and cuts to the lip. 

Miss Berry read out a victim 
impact statement which said: 
“The doctors told me I might lose 
my left eye or my sight. It was 
frightening to hear how badly in¬ 
jured I was. My eye didn’t open 
until five days later and my vi¬ 


sion is slowly returning.” 

Crane has already served six 
months in custody since August. 

Peter Du Feu, defending, said it 
was “obvious” that Mr Halkins’s 
“awful injuries” came after he 
was “flung into the wall”. 

He said Crane’s time in prison 
had changed him: “Those who 
have dealt with him say he has 
matured significantly. He doesn’t 
like the person he looks back and 
sees.” 

Speaking to Crane over a video 
link Judge Peter Ross said: “This 
was a vicious assault; you were 
hugely aggressive throughout. 
The complainant had his hands 
up and you were still violent.” 

He sentenced Crane to 20 
months in jail, suspended for two 
years. 

He also imposed a two-year su¬ 
pervision order, ordered Crane 
to do 200 hours’ unpaid work, a 
restorative justice course and 
pay £600 compensation to Mr 
Halkins. 

He said: “I will do something 
constructive with you, but if 
you breach this order you will go 
back to custody” 

Det Con Mark Personius said: 
“Thames Valley Police will not 
tolerate violence in our commu¬ 
nity and I am pleased that Crane 
is being held accountable for his 
actions.”

Centenary has 
upped support 

Poppy Appeal has surpassed previous record and made more than £500k

THE Poppy Appeal’s fun¬ 
draising target has been 
smashed in the county 

The £500,000 barrier was 
broken for the first time in 
Oxfordshire as the cente¬ 
nary of the First World War 
inspired people to give gener¬ 
ously. 

Donations to the Royal Brit¬ 
ish Legion hit just under 
£518,000, with more money 
set to roll in over the coming 
months. 

Before last year, the re¬ 
cord total was £492,189 in 
2011/2012, coinciding with 
the RBL’s 90th anniversary. 

Oxfordshire community 
fundraiser for the RBL Mark 
Garwood said the centenary 
effect was the driving factor. 

Mr Garwood, 36, added: “It’s 
a record-breaking total so far 
and money is still coming in, 
I think the cut-off point for 
the year’s total is September.” 

Last year thousands of peo¬ 
ple attended Remembrance 
Day services across the coun¬ 
ty, including at St Giles in 
Oxford. 


Mr Garwood said: “Cente¬ 
nary events were so high-pro¬ 
file that the anniversary was 
in people’s minds all the time 
and the poppies at the Tower 
of London inspired people to 
make donations. 

“Across Oxfordshire we 
were inundated with people 
buying poppies and wrist¬ 
bands and making donations 
whenever they could.” 

The record-breaking total 
so far for 2014/2015 is signifi¬ 
cantly more than the amount 


raised last time, £482,367. 

Mr Garwood said £517,630 
was a significant amount and 
would go towards helping 
veterans, injured troops, and 
their families. 

He added: “Some soldiers 
need rehabilitation at places 
like Headley Court in Sur¬ 
rey, a medical rehabilitation 
centre, and money also goes 
towards home adaptations 
and providing a better life for 
servicemen who have been 
injured in conflict.” 


Hunt for lock 
keepers to 
join team 

VOLUNTEER assistant lock- 
keepers are needed by the 
Environment Agency to help 
look after the River Thames. 

The volunteers will be part 
of a team led by professional 
lock-keepers, and will help to 
keep boats moving through 
the locks. 

Volunteers need to be quite 
fit as the role involves lots of 
physical activity and they 
need to be able to work at 
least one day per week 
between May and October. 

Andrew Graham, Thames 
waterway manager at the 
agency, said: “We want to 
work with members of the 
community to bring their 
knowledge to the lock side. 

“Working alongside our 
permanent staff and other 
volunteers is a sociable and 
rewarding activity. 

“Last year 225 volunteers 
attended our sites 
throughout the season and 
we have already had a good 
number showing an interest 
in returning this year.” 

Training will be provided 
as well as a uniform and 
volunteers will be expected to 
use their knowledge of the 
river to keep visitors 
informed.

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Figures show 
increase in 
road fatalities 

TWENTY-seven people died in 
traffic collisions across the county 
last year, a rise of 42 per cent from 
the previous year. 

There were 27 fatal collisions in 
2014, with one person killed in each 
incident. 

That was eight more people than 
in 2013, when 19 people died in 
traffic accidents. 

Across the Thames Valley, which 
includes Oxfordshire, Berkshire 
and Buckinghamshire, 78 people 
died in 72 collisions, up from 57 
people in 55 collisions in 2013. 

Police said there was a rise in the 
number of pedestrians, cyclists, car 
passengers and drivers killed, but a 
drop in motorcyclists and van 
drivers being killed. 

Head of roads policing Chief 
Inspector Henry Parsons said: “The 
rise in fatal collisions is 
exceptionally disappointing with 
each fatality causing untold misery 
and distress to the loved ones of the 
people who died. 

“Each statistic represents a 
family which has lost someone in 
sudden and tragic circumstances 
and our thoughts remain with 
families affected. 

“The causes of the collisions are 
varied, with many still under 
investigation. Some of these 
involve criminal investigations for 
causing death by dangerous driving 
or death by careless driving.” 

He added: “We will continue to 
deliver targeted enforcement to 
reduce the risks of collisions.”

First rubbish clean-up of 2015 concludes 


MORE than 26 tonnes of rubbish 
has been cleared from the streets 
of Banbury this year. A clean-up 
exercise in the Bretch Hill area of the 
town saw members of Cherwell Dis¬ 
trict Council's green team spend 175 
hours clearing rubbish in January. 


They cleared 16 tonnes of rubbish by 
hand and another 10 tonnes using a 
street sweeper. District council lead 
member for Clean and Green Tony 
llott said: "This was our first blitz of 
the new year. It is disappointing to 
see that in 2015 this approach is still 


necessary. If every single person, not 
just the majority, took responsibil¬ 
ity for ensuring their own rubbish 
was correctly disposed of, we could 
spread our resources to help a wider 
area, as opposed to concentrating 
the team in just one place." 


£600 raised for fund 

CHERWELL: Marie Curie Cancer Care 
has thanked Banbury and Bicester 
residents for donating during December. 

A total of £609.49 was raised for local 
Marie Curie nurses, who provide free 
nursing to terminally-ill people being 
supported by their families at home. 

Every £20 collected pays for an hour of 
nursing care, meaning the amount raised 
will fund about 30 hours in the local area.

NHS’s £1.5m surplus 

OXFORD: The organisation that decides 
where most NHS cash is spent has said it 
expects to finish the financial year on 
March 31 with a £1.5m surplus after 
previously warning of a deficit. 

Oxfordshire Clinical Commissioning 
Group began the year with a £635.7m 
budget and warned of a £7.5m overspend 
in the 12 months from April 1. 

It said the return of cash put into a 
national budget to pay for “continuing 
healthcare” outside of hospital had 
improved its position. 


New drug trial is 
a ‘game-changer’ 


Project is looking at 
scheme to test latest 
Alzheimer’s treatment 

MORE than 1,000 
Oxfordshire people are 
expected to take part in 
trials of a new Alzheimer’s 
drug that could be a “game- 
changer”. 

A £49m project between 
Oxford University and drug 
firms will work with 24,000 
volunteers at risk of the 
disease, including more than 
1,000 volunteers from the 
county. 

Clinical trials commonly 
test a drug against a placebo 
but the study will compare 
drugs against each other and 
change medication that is not 
working for people. 

It is hoped the European 
Prevention of Alzheimer’s 
Dementia (Epad) initiative 
will prevent memory loss 
in those who have few or no 
symptoms. 

University professor of 
translational medicine Simon 
Lovestone said: “There have 
been studies that have been 
as big as this. 

“But the fact that people 
will just continue until they 
find a treatment means this 
is the most advanced trial 
there has ever been.”

The trials will include 
people already known 
through university trials 
with “biomarkers” that show 
them at risk, such as through 
brain scans or biochemical 
tests. 

More than 1,500 will be 
selected to take the drugs 
and residents are being 
urged to put themselves 
forward for consideration. 

The cost of the project - 
expected to last at least five 
years - will be split between 
the European Union and 
pharmacy firms such as 
Johnson and Johnson and 
Eisai. 

Professor Lovestone said: 
“The scale of the problem 
with dementia is so great we 
cannot carry on doing things 
the same way as we are now. 

“The exciting thing about 
Epad is that it brings a novel 
approach to clinical trials 
that has a real chance of 
making serious progress 
towards prevention. 

“With the research 
networks already established 
in the UK, based in the 
NHS, I think we will be 
able to make a substantial 
contribution to this 


important public-private 
consortium.” 

As Oxfordshire has a high 
proportion of older people 
- 85s and over are set to go 
from 14,683 in 2011 to 39,400 
by 2035 - dementia is a major 
issue in the county. 

On March 31, 2013, a total 
of 3,566 sufferers were 
known to the county NHS 
and this was 3,936 on the 
same date last year. 

Researchers hope the 
“pick a winner” technique 
will make major advances 
and Professor Lovestone 
said memory tests would be 
among ways of assessing 
drug effectiveness. 

They also hope the size of 
the study and number of 
organisations involved will 
produce better results than 
smaller and shorter studies. 

Projector co-ordinator 
Craig Ritchie said: “This 
could be a game-changer.” 

Alzheimer’s Society 
director of research and 
development Dr Doug Brown 
welcomed the project. 

He said: “Large-scale, 
collaborative projects like 
this are key to speeding up 
the search for new and better 
dementia treatments.”

Selma 

12A 128 mins 


M ORE than 45 years after the 
assassination of Martin 
Luther King Jr, director Ava 
DuVernay honours the memory of 
the leader of the U.S. Civil Rights 
Movement with this impassioned 
biopic. 

While there are lingering doubts 
about the historical accuracy of 
Selma, the emotional wallop the film 
delivers is beyond question. 

In particular, the recreation of the 
iconic march over the Edmund Pettus 
Bridge chills the blood. 

Oxford-born actor David Oyelowo 
delivers a breakout performance, 
replete with Georgia accent, as the 
activist. 

He is mesmerising and would surely 
have been in Oscar contention as Best 
Actor later this month had Paul 
Webb’s script gifted him a few more 
barnstorming speeches. 

DuVernay opens with a chilling act 
of violence that exemplifies racial 
tensions of the era. 

In 1960s America, political 
bureaucracy and prejudice deny the 
African-American electorate the 
chance to vote in the forthcoming 
election in which President Lyndon B 
Johnson (Tom Wilkinson) hopes to be 
returned to the White House by the 
people. 

Martin Luther King Jr (Oyelowo) 
entreats the President to right this 
democratic wrong but Johnson and his 
adviser Lee C White (Giovanni Ribisi) 
don’t consider voting rights to be high 
on their list of priorities. 

So King and his team head to the 
community of Selma, Alabama to lead 
a peaceful protest march with their 
friends from the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC). 

The President seeks a private 
audience with J Edgar Hoover (Dylan 
Baker), the first Director of the FBI, to 
discuss how to remove this thorn from 
his side. 

“We can weaken the dynamic, 
dismantle the family,” explains

Hoover, referring to tensions between 
King and his wife Coretta Scott King 
(Carmen Ejogo). 

In Selma, local police under the 
jurisdiction of Governor George 
Wallace (Tim Roth) attack protesters 
with batons as TV cameras capture the 
brutality for horrified viewers. 

Consequently, pressure grows on 
Johnson to intervene while King takes 
temporary leave of his wife and family 
to spearhead a second march. 

Selma skilfully ebbs and flows 
between events in Alabama and 
Washington, relentlessly cranking up 
the tension between figures on both 
sides of the debate. 

Oyelowo is supported by a terrific 
ensemble cast including Ejogo as the 
dutiful wife, who stands by her man 
despite his dalliances away from 
home. 

Roth chews scenery as the Governor 
who believes resistance should be met 
with extreme force, while Wilkinson 
brings a touch of desperation to the 
most powerful man on Capitol Hill. 

Luther King Jr had a dream and 
through the lens of DuVernay’s film, 
we are minded that we must all 
continue to chase it.
